neetlng witli favor among experienced uuenU, 
w!io liave large agencies and desire to place 
ill-thcir Indians as speedily as possible under 
ouio sort of cdueatloiial Inlluence. The good 
esults of the iiiiilntonance of the training 
schools at Carlisle Hampton aud Forest Grove 
are very manifest, aud congress is urged to 
ncrease theappropiiatiou for these schools, 
as each school has exceeded the number of 
cbolars for which tho appropriation was 
made. Training in tiie Industrial and me- 
uanical arts has been kept In the foreground. 
The success attained Is fully attested by the 
number and value ot the articles manufact- 
ured In workshops for use In the schools, 
nd also by the fact that at Carlisle and 
lamptoa. they propose to furnish for various 
tidian agents In the current fiscal year 2,000 
airs of shoes, 3,350 dozen articles ot tinware, 
i dozen bi idles and halters and 450 nets of 
arness.
